Acting- Sacretary of Slate 
Joseph C. Grew said today 
that the note was delivered in 
Paris last Monday by Ambaa- 
sudor Jefferson Caf f ery to the 
French provisional govern- 
ment. 

The text of tlie note as rcleutd 
by the state department laid ui»t 
an Impression hail been created In 
this country and eLiewlicrf that the 
French were ujlng the threat of 
force to obtain con cesi ions froai 
Syria and Lebanon. 

Tlio note continued: 

"It Is understood tliat at a tlmo 
when tlie French delcgato to the 
Levant statca was presenting to ihi 
governments ot Syria and Lcbtnon 
proposals which 11 accepted would 
give Prance a special position in 
those countries, a French STirahlp 
waa landing fresh armed forces at 
Beirut."

The action was announced in commons by Foreign Secre- 
tary Anthony Eden following the third emergency session of

One of Emio Pylo's columns from Italy told 
of the death of Capt. Henry Wnskow. It was 
one or the best things Py!e ever wrote, nnd 
one of tlie most moving and tnomornble 
stories In the tremondoiia day-to-day litera- 
ture ot this war. No one who read It could very 
well forget It. 

For those who didn't. It was the .story of a 
well loved young officer, killed during a 
day's fighting In tho mountains, whose body 
was brought down the ateep trail at night by 
mulebaci. and laid on the ground in tho 
moonlight with the other dead of that day's 
battle. 

Ernie told how the men who had loved Was- 
kow camo by, one by one, to look at him for 
the lost time. Ho told what they said— brief, 
awkward, grlef-flllod phrases, wrung from 
them by sorrow and by bitter hatred of tho 
war and the enemy that had robbed them ot 
another Irlcnd. 

It was Inevitable that thla slory. which 
Pjle told so beautifully, would bo Incorporated 
Into tho lorthcomlng flhn based on his writ- 
ings. And It was equally Inevitable that the 
dialog should be taken Intact from tho origi- 
nal story, which happened to be one of those 
rare pieces of prose that can't be edited with- 
out being spoiled. 

All right and proper, so far. But then the 
blue nose of the Haya office Intrudes Itsolf 
and tells Lester Cowan, the film's producer, 
that It cannot approve the picture because It 
regards £ome of the dialog In the Captain 
Waskow scene as expressions of profanity. 

As we recall the story, three GIs used the 
word order ot a profane phrase to Invoke 
Cod's punishment upon the causes of the 
grief which they lelt so profoundly and ex- 
pressed flo simply. Tliey were soldiers, not 
eulogists And considering tho circumstance 
and Intent of their words. It seems a little 
blasphemous of the Hays office to brand these 
word as blasphemy. 

It seoma to ua about time that interpreters 
of the Ha^s cods be allowed to adopt a more 
adult attitude, or that the codo Itself be 
changed to permit some differentiation be- 
tween tastelessness or vulgarity and strong 
words littered In a moment of deep emotion. 

This Is the second recent Instance in which 
the Hays oltlce has behaved as It this tragic 
world were a Hollywood set. It has objected 
to a "damn" in a film dealing with tho nazis' 
mass murder of Russian civilians. Yet, If 
memory serves, it permitted a "damn" by 
Clark Oablo somewhere in the Interminable 
footage ot "Done With tho Wind." 

Two major film producers, Warner Bros, 
and United Artists, have lately left the Hays 
fold. This could bo a hint to the Ruardlans of 
movie morals that the time has come to 
wake up and grow up.

Moit freighters handling war 
supplies lo tho orient still eomo back 
light because there Is nothing to 
carry. Foreign economic administra- 
tion has several missions tn the Pa- 
cific making prcilmlnary studies. 
But thus far no reports have been 
made public. 

First difficulty is that none of the 
big raw materials producing areas of 
the Pacific has as yet been liberat- 
ed. And how much of a scorched- 
earth policy tho Japs will carry out 
aa they re lie at can't be measured. 

There li an American demand for 
what the Pacific can produce whlcli 
mny take several years lo fill. Tin 
from the Netherlands East Indies 
and iMnlajn, rubber from Uie same 
areas, vegetable, p: ' 
oils aro needed. 



Wartime America has been able 
I get by without tho usual supplies 
' nil these things which the Pacific 
led to furnUsh. Rationing plus sj-n- 
theUca did Uio trick but tho mere 
development of these sulistllutes 
may mean a revolution tor Pacific 
shipping when tho war Is over. 

Whnt for Instance, Is going to hap- 
pen to tho onco profitable nllk trade 
with Japan? Will China or the PhU- 
Ipplnei get It? Or will the dovelop- 
of nylon and rayon put them 
all — and the allk worm — completely 
it ot business? 

And how successful will synthetic 
rubber be able to compete wiih the 



natural rubber fonnerly teiport*d 
frem Indoneaia by tho mllllan tons? 

Will the resumed Import of vege- 
table oils formerly produced In the 
Pacific put a atop to war- Increased 
U. S. production of peanuts and eoy- 
beana on American fatma? Then aro 
a couple of rerolullona In that. 

Tho whole pattern of P^elflo trade 
la In for a major reshlftlng In Just 
such fashion as this. 

Hot only that, but what happens 
at the San Prandsco conference and 
at the pcaco conference afterward, 
with regard to disposition ot Pacific 
Islands formerly mandated to Japan, 
may have Important bearing on 
postwar trade routes. 

Germany made a good thing out 
ot those islands when they belonged 
to her. Japan didn't allow their re- 
sources to deteriorate, though no one 
really knows whnt the commercial 
resources of those islands may add 
up to. Some havo rich phosphate 
beds which will Increase tho Pacific 
supply of fertlllicr. Balpan had big 
sugar plantations. But will Hawaii 
and the Philippines otand for their 
development ss competitors on the 
IJ. 8. market? And how will Louisia- 
na and the beet EUgar areas of tho 
west like It? 

All these challenges offer an ev- 
ening though uncertain future lo 
west coast shippers who are meeting 
them 'With characterlstie energy and 
Inlllatlve. Openly discussed are plans 
for refrigerator ships which will 
build up a trade in froien foods pro- 
duced in the (emperato lones for 
sale throughout the tropical Pacific. 
And vice versa. 

Passenger traffic otters something 
with a more immediate future. 
Though all tho fighting men in tlio 
Pacific want most desperately (o 
come home, many of tho people who 
havo had to stay home throughout 
tho war want lo go places. Hero the 
greatest Imponderable of them ntl — 
how many passengers will want lo 
go by sir and hnw much of a com- 
petitor to the Blower ocean-going 
ahlp Is the airplane going to he? 

Anyone who can answer all these 
riddles hns a steody Job waiting for 
him In tho traffic departments of 
west const shippers.
